these cases mate at the instance of 
private individuals, and application could be 
made to the courte to enforce them. The 
Government. were at present considering the 
adoption of additional remedies. 

Mr. Turton asked whether the right hon. 
gentleman was aware that the Dublin “Corpora- 
tion had refused to levy a rate in respect of 
malicious injuries 

Mr. Henry—I believe that is eo. 

Mr. Denis Henry, in reply to Mr. Houston, 
who asked whether he was aware that a num- 
ber of persons who had lodged claims for com- 
pensation for malicious injuries had been com- 
pelled by threats of violence to withdraw them, 
said that he wae aware that claims for com- 
pensation had been withdrawn in many cases, 
but for obvious reasons the claimants would 
not admit that; they were intimidated into 
withdrawal. If the names of any person guilty 
of euch intimidation were eubmitied to the 
Government, steps would be at once taken. 

CRIMINAL LAW CASES. 

Mr. Denis Henry, replying to Lord Robert 
Cecil, etated that between November, 1918, and 
April 30, 1920, cases were dealt with under 
the Criminal] Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act. 
1,109 persone Wete prosecuted in those cases. 
454 were convicted, 109 were discharged, 352 
were ordered to find bail, and 194 were awaiting 
trial.

CARRANZA DECLINES TO

Generel Carranza, cables the New York Cor- 
respondent of The Times, hae declined to 
resign the Presidency of Mexico or to transfer 
the power conferred upon him until the Revolu- 
tionists have been defeated, and then only-to 
someone legally designated to suceeed him.

COMMITTEE TO BE SET UP. 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. Neville Chamberlain moved the second 
reading of the Bastardy Bill, which seeks to 
amend the Bastardy Laws, and to make further 
and better provision with regard to bastard 
children and for other purposes connected there- 
with. He said that he hoped that, if the bill 
was tead a second time, it would be given an- 
other name, which would mors fitly represent 
the attitude of modern thought to the unfortu- 
nate children whose lot it sought to mitigate. 
(Hear, hear.) We had lagged far be- 
hiod what had been done in foreign countries 
angjn our own Dominions, not merely in mate- 
ria, matters, but in the whole attitude of our 
system towards illegitimate children. time 
had come when some alteratiod must be made 
in the antiquated and positively inhuman posi- 
tion in which illegitimate children were . 
(Cheers.) The only: legal relative of such a 
child was the mother, and the right ¢o apply 
for an affiliation order against the father be- 
longed to the mother alone, and died with her. 
Once born illegitimate, the child remained so 
all its life. Such a state of things existed in no 
other civiliséd country in the world. He was, 
not there to suggest any weakening of the 
marriage bond, but the punishment ot innocent 
children was revoiting to humanity and con- 
trary to the best interests of the State. (Cheers.) 
Mr. A. Williams seconded, and appealed for 
the bill to be given a second reading, so that 
its provisions might be considered in Committee. 


THE REJECTION MOVED. 


Mr. Maddocks moved the rejection of the bill 
in the interests, he said. of the mothers of iile- 
gitimate children and the illegitimate children 
themselves, and of the public.

THE HOME SECRETARY. 


Mr, Shortt (Home Secretary) said thaí, the 
main motive for the introduction of the bill waa 
the protection of the child; but, with the ex- 
ception of Clause 27, it did nothing to benefit 
the children. Many of its provisions would 
have a most mischiévous effect on the future of 
the child. It was a question: whether the House 
was inclined to give a second reading to the bill 
for the sake of Clause 27 only. There were 
possibilities of blackmail’ under its provisions, 
and he thought that the 40s. limit was too 
high. His objection to the bill, excepting Clause 
27, wag that it set out to attain most excellent 
resulta, but went entirely the wrong way to 
attaining those fesults. Its promoters had 
fallen into the common error in thie matter of 
providing almost ge | for the financial needs 
of the illegitimate child. More than that was 
wanted. They wanted to give the child a pros- 
pect. of growing up into a useful and self- 
respecting citizen. They must take as their 
guiding principle the necessity of making the 
jlegitimate child realise as little as possible its 
difference from other children. That was the 
principle the Home Office were endeavouring to 
instil in the conduct of their certified schools. 
Unleas the bill were-cut to pieces, and based 
on an entirely different principle, it would 
defeat its-own object. He was at ihat moment 
considering the personne! of a committee which 
he hoped shortly to. set up to go-into the whole 
question of a eystem of legalised adoption in 
England. (Hear, hear.) Ii was not an easy 
matter, but it’ was one of great importance, 
and he proposed in the terms of reference to 
ask the Committee to consider how far adoption 
could be used profitably for the child amd for a 
mothe; in the case. of necessitous bastard 
children. He was also proposing to ask one of 
the most experienced metropolitan magistrates 
to devote his whole time to Children’s Courts 
held in private, right away from Police Courts. 
(Hear, hear.) In conclusion, he said that the 
Government did not approve the bill, and could 
give no facilities for it, with typ exception of 
Clause 27. 

Ceptain Dixon said that Ireland was badly in 
need of legislation of this kind. 

Captain Loseby and Mr. Palmer ‘supported 
the principle of the bill. :

BOLSHEVIST ANXIETY.

They also 
state that the capture of Odessa wag facilitated 
by the firing cf Rumanian guns from the 
Dneister. 

Wish reference to the reported occupation of 
Cdessa by the Ukrainian troops, Reuter’s Agency 
learns that a telegram received from the 
Ukrainian’ Military Attache in Bukharest last 
week foreshadowed the early fall of the 
town. The Ukrainian Galician Division, com- 
posed of four regiments, has been in Odessa 
for some time, and it ig expected that this 
division may ‘have aesisted the Ukranian 
troops in the occupation of the town.

That men should so generally go out of their 
way to borrow politicians from other nations 
is a sad reflection upon the moral standards of 
society. li suggests that the public, knowing 
well that their fellow-countrymen will humbug 
them, turn to tlie alien in the hope that his 
standards of political morality may ,be higher. 
They are, of course, nothing of the kind. The 
moral standards of politics are the same the 
world dver—they simply do. nob exist. The 
only difference is that the native-grown poli- 
tician, on the rare occasions when he is not 
personally interested, sometimes allows himself 
to think of his compatriots, while the alien 
politician, if the matter is of no material im- 
portance to himself, usually thinks of the ab- 
sent ones at home.

Sin,—The other f of the island that con- 
taine the Haitian Republie is occupied, says the 
New York Times ** Current History,” by the 
Republic of Banto Domingo, which is also under 
United States military occupation.

“Jt is nearly three years now that an 
American Military Government was established 
in Santo Domingo. Individual liberties have 
been greatly diminished in Santo Domingo by 
the action of the American Military Govern- 
ment. There is no freedom of the Press, no 
right of assembly, and the people cannot take 
any iaitheites to modify the situation.”

THE VENERABLE OLIVER PLUNKETT. 

There w at present on view at Edmond Jchn- 
son's, Ltd., Grafton street, Dublin, the reliquary 
which will be used in St. Peter’s on the 23rd 
May at the ceremony of the beatification of the 
Venerable Oliver Plunkett. The shrine will be 
subsequently presented to tae Pope 
by Monsignor Hagan, the Postulator in the case 
of the Martyr and NReetor of the Irish College, 
when His Holiness comes down to St. Peter's 
on the evening of the beatification to venerate 
the relies. The reliquary ie made in fac simile 
of the Shrine of St. Patrick’s Bell in the Royal! 
Irish Academy collection in the National 
Museum, a few missing panels being replaced. 
This masterpiece of early Irish art was made 
between 1091 and 1105 at the instance of 
Domnall O Lochlainn, King of Ireland, and of 
Domnall MacAuley, a successor of St. Patrick 
in the See of Armagh, whose names, with the 
names of the artificer and his sons, appear in 
an inscription engraved round the margin of 
the back of the shrine. Messrs. Johrison are 
also executing a replica of the graceful Lough 
Erne Shrine, also in possession of the Royal 
Irish Academy, which will be presented by the 
Rector of the Irish College’ to Cardinal 
Vanutelli.
